Fourteen Points Can Be 


Talked Out, Baruch 
Says 


New York, June 29 UP)—An an- 


alysis prepared in chart form by 
Bernard M. Baruch showed today 
that the United States and Rus- 
sian programs for world atomic 
control agreed in three phases, left 
14 others open for negotiation and 
were in head-on conflict on three 
points, including the veto. 


Baruch's efforts to speed the 


discussions of the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission by re- 
ducing the expressed views of all 
12 members to a black-or-white, 
yes-or-no basis were received by 
the delegates "with some reserva- 
tions." 


The chart, with exceptions foot- 


noted and opposed views summed 


main points to show the areas of 
agreement and disagreement be- 
tween the United States and Rus- 
sian plans and the supplementary 
modifications proposed mainly by 
Poland, France and Australia. 


It showed that with the excep- 


tion of Poland, which endorsed the 
Russian plan without reservation, 
the atomic commissioners genera- 
ly favored the American plan and 
that some regarded both programs 
as a common ground for negotia- 
tion.

Senator Carter Glass of Virginia ha\e be- 
lieved that Shakespeare's plays wei e written 
by that eminent jurist and philosopher, 
Francis Lord Bacon? 


Just about 90 years ago this Baconian 


theory was first given to the \\orlci. It is 
based on the idea liul an aulur like Shake- 
speare, with no unusual educational advan- 
tages, could not have displayed the genius 
and learning that appears in Shakespeare's 
plays. The true author, says the Baconians, 
left his name in secret cipher to be revealed 
by careful study of the text. 


As for learning, Shakespearian critics say 


that no great amount is to be found in the 
plays.
